A commission of American, 
British and French military offi­ 
cials left toudy for the coal fields 
to investigate conditions. 
The Americans alone use 25,000 
tons a month. 
The Third army has issued an 
ultimatum to the Germans declar­ 
ing it will refuse to accept 250 of 
the big guns surrendered under 
terms of the armistice owing to 
many being old models and others 
having parts missing. As a result 
the German commission Has bur- 
ried to Berlin, being unable to ob­

by the govern­ 
ment.

It will buy seed, farm implements, cattle and 
sheep to enable them to become again an in­ 
dustrious, self-supporting people, lf this pro­ 
gram is carried through, the present sufferers 
will within a year need little or no further help 
from outside.

essentials to our peace reconstruction 
Is the most optimistic stimulant given 
the campaign for the improvement of 
oar national highways,” Bays W. C. 
Rutherford, vice-president of \he B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Company, in a letter 
to M. D. Bixby, Los Angeles repre­ 
sentative in the Highways Industries 
Association. 
“It was his first committal on this 
subject since the start of the war,” 
continued Mr. Rutherford. “Friends of 
the movement were elated when he 
Incorporated in his last message to 
Congress: ‘What the country 
badly 
needs is that its means of transporta­ 
tion should be developed, its railways, 
its waterways, its highways and coun­ 
tryside roads.’ 
“Of almost equnl moment is the ac­ 
tion taken at the recent highway con­ 
vention in Chicago," Rutherford said. 
“The Presidents viewpoint was em­ 
phasised and approved 
at 
a 
joint 
meeting of the Highways Industries 
Association, the State Highway Offi­ 
cials’ Association, the Highways Trans­ 
port Committee, the National Automo­ 
bile Chamber of Commerce, the Amer­ 
ican Automobile Association, and the 
Lincoln and Dixie Highway associa­ 
tions. 
Among the 
delegates 
were 
highway 
officials 
from 
forty-four 
states. 
“National sentiment in favor of an 
adequate highway system was never 
more graphically brought to light than 
at the Chicago^ gathering;” declared 
Rutherford, v ’’with g>erfect accord 
the convention resolved that the fol­ 
lowing main points should be embod­ 
ied in a bill to put before the present 
short term of Congress for passage: 
“I. That a federal highway com­ 
mistion be appointed to plan, main­ 
tain and construct * national system 
of highways.’ 
“2. That the mileage bf highways 
to be taken over in any given state 
should not amount to over 4 per cent 
of the total mileage of the roads of 
that state. 
,“3. That a thorough survey and 
analysis of the transportation require­ 
ments of the.^nation and its highway 
traffic should ne compiled. 
“4. That an appropriation 
should 
be made by the federal government of 
$100,000,000 per year for carrying on 
this work. 
“5. That the Federal 
Highways 
Commission shall take over the work 
of the Highway Transport Committee, 
and the office of public roads ef the De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
“This is the platform of the co-ordi­ 
nated highway and business Interests 
of the entire country,” said Rutherford. 
“Its broad and vital aspects will help 
meet America’s pledge to supply Eu­ 
rope with foodstuffs. It will furnish an 
inestimable national 
asset 
in 
the 
transportation 
of around 25,000,000 
tons of grain, butter, eggs, stock and 
prepared food from farming communi­ 
ties and industrial centers to the sea­ 
ports. 
Furthermore, this legislation 
will create a highway foundation for 
the future which will help broaden 
our vision in the development of na­ 
tional resources. 
“Our conception hue been small, our 
interstate highway transportation has 
been cramped and handicapped by 
boundary lines,” Rutherford continued. 
“TJie stumbling block planted itself 
on the state ling where one state, with 
different plans, appropriations and 
specifications, halted their highway 
work; perhaps the neighboring state 
wad poor, or its policy was to improve 
the country lanes on a bigger scale 
than the big interstate laterals and 
meridians.

nia waters and in carrying on fishery 
investigations, the enlargement of the 
activities of the commercial 
fishery! 
department, the extensive education-] 
a1 and publicity campaign which has 
been carried on, and the splendid re­ 
sults obtained in enforcing fish and 
game laws are pointed out as the out­ 
standing features of the past biennial 
period. 
A total of 
30,425,898 
fish 
w rro, 
planted in the streams of the state, 
during the season of 1916, and 25,697,-' 
420 during the season of 1917. 
T he1 
total number of trout planted in 1916 j 
amounted to 16,214,160 and in 1917, 
18,944,420. 
This large production of 
fish has been accomplished through * 
the increased facilities in the way of 
hatcheries and egg-ccllectlng stations I 
which have been provided in recent 
years. 
California now stands well in the 
lead as regards game refuges. 
The 
1917 Legislature set aside seventeen
